Boston Or Selma?

On Thursday, March 25, a 
long line of marchers, nearly 
1,000 strong, paraded in their 
own ‘Boston Freedom 
March” from Boston Com- 
mon to the locked front doors 
of City Hall. 

The march was led by the 
Rev. Virgil A. Wood, state 
unit leader of the Southern 


Christian Leadership Confer- 


ence. Rev. Wood began to as- 
semble marchers at the Crisi- 
pus Attucks monument near 
Lafayette Mall on Boston 
Common at 4:30 p.m. By 
5:15 when the march started, 
there were close to 400 peo- 
ple in line. As the march pro- 
ceeded toward Park Street and 
the State House, a sudden 
swell of marchers fell in line. 
The line then stretched from 
the State House down Park 


Street and wove along the mall 
opposite Temple Place. 

In front of the State House, 
Rev. Wood detailed a list of 
grievances against the Boston 
city administration. 

Rev. Wood shouted the fol- 
lowing statement to the crowd, 
“IT think when Gov. Wallace 
gives up his governorship in 
Alabama, maybe we could 
send our mayor you know 
where.” 


After Rev. Wood, speaker ” 


after speaker spoke out against 
the Boston racial situation. 

During the demonstration, 
there was introduced the new 
Battle Hymn of Boston, be- 
ginning, ‘In the days of Cris- 
pus Attucks there was love of 
liberty.’’ Attucks, a Negro, 
was the first man killed in the 
Boston Massacre, on March 5, 
1770;

Mrs. Vera Allen recently at- 
tended a meeting of Chemistry 
teachers from community col- 
leges, private junior colleges 
and two-year technical insti- 
tutes which was held at Henry 
Ford Community College in 
Dearborn, Michigan, April 2 
and 3. The event was spon- 
sored by the American Chem- 
ical Society. There were 250- 
300 people who attended from 
schools, North, East, South 
and West. Unfortunately, on- 
ly one other college from New 
England was represented — 
this was Dean Junior College 
in Franklin, Mass. 

The first day was devoted 
to plans for building and 
equipping new science facili- 
ties for Chemistry programs. 

Larger schools have special 
Chemistry buildings, but many 
have one floor of ascience 
building. The speakers recom- 
mended that equipment should 
be of sufficiently modern char- 
acter so that students will be 
able to transfer, or get a good 
enough training to go into in- 
dustry. Colleges with larger 
enrollments have courses for 
those who only want a science 
credit, but, these are good, sol- 
id courses, based on mathema- 
tics and basic principles. One 
college has developed a remed- 
ial Chemistry drill course for 
those who either have never 
had Chemistry or those who 
have forgotten it! Mrs. Allen 
thought this was a good idea. 

The second day was devoted 
to Chemistry curricula. There 
were many speakers and three 
sections, but Mrs. Allen could 
attend only one. Some of the 
schools, she learned, have a 
cooperative program with 
scholarships from local techni- 
cal companies ‘in their area. In
